REAGAN OVERPOWERS BROWN 


Conservatives Find 
Heir to Goldwater 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)— 
Political newcomer Ronald 
Reagan today won California's 
governorship in a landslide 
that made him a_ national 
GOP. political forte. But he 
promptly denied even ‘‘favor- 
ite son’ presidential hopes in 
1968. 


“In his first bid for political ~ 


office, Reagan swept into the 
helm of the nation’s most 
popular state by overpower- 
ing two-term Democratic Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown. 

The victory made him the 
newly crowned leader of GOP 


conservatives but Reagan said 
he did not think his. victory 
signalled a- swing to conser- 
vatism in California, He 


scorned the use of “labels”. | 


However, conservative 
backers made it plain they 
saw him as. inheriting the 
mantle of, former U.S. senator 
Barty Goldwater, over- 
whelmed as GOP presidential 
standard bearer in 1964. 

With 25,191 of ‘the state’s
